O.S.R. 30—In exercise of the powers conferred by the 
proviso to aitic’.c 309 of the Constitution and in supersession 
of ihe Planning Commission (Senior Accountant) Recruit¬ 
ment Rules.

1. Short title and commencement.—(i) These rules may be 
called the Planning Commission (Non-Secretariat post of 
Senior Accountant) Recruitment Rules, 1986. 

(ii) They shall come into force on the date of their 
publication in the Official Gazette, 

2. Number of posts, classification and scale of pay.—The 
number of post, its Classification and the scale of pay attached 
thereto shall be ns specified in columns (2) 10 (4) of the 
Schedule annexed to these rules. 

3. Method of recruhment, age limit, qualifications, etc.— 
The method of recruitment, age limit, qualifications and other 
matters relating to the said post shall be as specified in 
columns (5) to (14) of the Schedule nfoiesaid. 


4. Disqualification.—No person,— 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with 
a person having a spouse living, or 

(b) who. having a spouse living, has entered into or 
contracted a marriage with any other person, 

shall be eligible for appointment to the said post : 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satlsfiecL 
ihot Eu'h marriage is permissible under the personal law 
npf iiriblc to tuch persons and the other party to the marriage 
and (here are other grounds for so doing, exempt any person 
from the operation of this rule. 

5. Power to relax.—Where the Central Govcmnstnt is of 
the orimon that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may, 
by order, for reasons to be recorded in writing, relax any 
of the provisions of these rules with respect to any class or 
category of persons. 

6. Saving.—Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations 
relaxation of age limit and other concessions required to be 
: rovided for the Scheduled Castes, the Scheduled Tribes, 
F.x-Serviccmcn and other special categories of persons. In 
accordance with the orders issued by the Central Govern¬ 
ment from time to time in this regard.

“(1) Subject to the provisions of sub-rule (2). no 
member of the Service shall except, with the

(2) A member of the Sendee may, without the pre¬

(b) undertake Occasional work of literary, artistic or 
scientific character, or 

(c) participate in sports activities as amateur, or 

(d) take part in the registration, promotion or 
management (not involving the holding of an 
elective office) of a literary, scientific or chari¬ 
table society, or of a club, or similar organisation, 
the aims or objectives of which relate to promotion 
of sports, cultural, or recreation activities, regis¬ 
tered under the Societies Registration Act, 1860
